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Constantinople. The Burnt Column. Constantinople, 
the capital of Turkey, is washed by the Sea of Marmora, 
the Golden Horn and the Bosphorus. It was taken from 
the Greeks in 1453 by Sultan Mohammed 11 ., and has a 
population of about 1,125,000, composed of Turks, Jews, 
and Christians. The Burnt Column, formerly a pedestal 
of a statue of Alexander, is made of dark stones and red 
tiles banded by loops of iron. 
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
